Moss asked Meloy how you 
could tell, in a news story 
which includes previously un- 
published information, whether 
the ‘reporter got it from a 
source classed as secret or 
simply deduced it from known 
facts as “a reasonably alert 


“I don’t know how you can 
prove that, 1 really don't,”

As Repre- 
sentative Jones observed, some city 
job holders spent more time in 
Jefferson City than in St. Louis. 

The various elected officials have 
hundreds of patronage jobs. Almost 
every member of the Democratic 
City Central Committee (‘or a rela- 
tive) is on the city payroll for large 
amounts and little work. Some of 
these hold down other full-time jobs, 


or run bu , while receiving 
full-time. from the city. This is 
why they needed raises. 


Far more expensive are their pa- 
tronage payrolls. The payrolls are 
cluttered with ward heelers and their 
friends.and relatives. Yet you can 
go into most any city office and 
find a large part of them uwunoccu- 
pied, reading newspapers, etc. (if 
even there at all). 

It would appear the city could do 
without sonie people in the Col- 
lector’s and Recorder's offices far 
easier than it can afford to lose 180 
firemen. 

And how about playgrounds? Is it 
yr od to have a rise in juvenile 


this be economy if the number of 
rapes and robberies increase, not 
to mention automobile accidents? 

I can’t vote in St. Louis, but may- 
be those who can will wake up to 
facts, and then vote. Maybe this is 
the result of virtually a one-party 
system. At any rate, something had 
better be done, and soon!

The Nickerson Verdict 


The court-martial of Col. John C. Nickerson 
has ended with a slap on the wrist. “4 


The entire proceeding is clouded by the fact 
that a deal apparently was made between 


prosecution and defense whereby Col. Nicker- 
son pleaded guilty to a minor charge that would 
carry a light sentence and the serious espionage 
charge was dropped, thus insuring that the probe 
would not go too deep. The fog that for several 
years has surrounded the entire missile field 
remains as thick as ever. “ 

It is easy to credit Col. Nickerson, a decorated 
combat veteran, with being a sincere soldier 
who has at heart what he believes are the best 
interests of his country. It is almost as easy 
to condemn him as an officer who ‘deliberately 
violated the military code by leaking secret data 
to unauthorized persons, by disregarding orders 
and by flouting higher authority. And it is 
plain that he is a partisan in a missile feud 
within the armed services. | 

It was last November that Secretary Wilson, 
acting on a long study that had been submitted 
to him on the complex missile field and the 
three jealous services concerned, issued ‘a di- 
rective designed to clarify and interpret the situ- 
ation and to end all the friction. It restricted 
the Army to missiles of no more than 200-mile 
range and gave the Air Force both the inter- 
mediate and long range ballistic missiles. 

7 . - 

The Army had made faster and better prog- 
ress on its intermediate range ballistic missile, 
the Jupiter, than had the Air Force on its 
IRBM, the Thor. This was probably why Secre- 
tary Wilson finally consented to allow the Army 
to continue working on the Jupiter until this 
November. It no doubt is very embarrassing to 
the Air Force that the Thor, reportedly, has 
failed all its flight tests thus far while the Jupi- 
ter has made a series of successful flights. Ad- 
mittedly it must be difficult for the Army to re- 
linquish its Jupiter under such circumstances. 

Col. Nickerson’s purpose in leaking secret 
data, judging by what he has said at press con- 
ferences and at his court-martial, was to get 
vital facts before certain people who in turn 
would lay them before Secretary Wilson and 
thus, it was hoped, convince him that it was a 
mistake to keep the Army out of the IRBM 
field. This was a rash move and he undoubtedly 
knew it. 

There were two other methods open to him. 
He could have resigned and then laid his case 
before the public. That might not have given 
him the publicity that his present tactics do. 
Or he could have sent his protest up through 
channels—knowing that it probably would be 
ignored or that he would incur displeasure and 
do some damage to his record. 

. 7 . 

What has he done thus far by his present un- 
orthodox method? He has drawn national atten- 
tion to the controversial missile field which has 
been in a muddle for several years. He has made 
some sweeping statements to the effect that Sec- 
retary Wilson has been badly misinformed or 
misied by his subordinates. He has charged 
without proof that the aviation industry, which 
“has a lush operation in aircraft,” is pulling the 
wool over the Air Force’s goggles in the matter 
of missiles. If there is anything to these 
charges there must be people in the Defense 
Department or in Congress who will take what- 
ever steps are needed. 

There have been many insurgents in the 
services before, a few of them sincere and cry- 
ing in the wilderness, and others simply trouble- 
makers, Col, William (Billy) Mitchell wrecked 
his career in conducting his fight for air power. 
The late Adm. William 5S. Sims, seeking to re- 
form the Navy’s wretched gunnery before World 
War I, wrote a letter over his superiors’ heads 
to President Theodore Roosevelt which—miracu-

The controversy had to be settled somehow 
and an unsatisfactory settlement is better than 
none. But the outcome falls so very far short of 
the best that the Citizens committee which out- 
lined the compromise faces a serious obligation 
to work out a long-range revenue plan that will 
make more sense than this one.

A board with a majority 
elected at large would support this ordinance 
for the same reason that Mayor Tucker and 
Board President Gunn, the two at-large members 
of our present city government, supported it in 
the past—because an official responsible to the 
whole community. must recognize in this: ordi- 
nance a measure of simple justice which the 
community owes to the Negro. 

The present Board of Aldermen, however, has 
never adopted such an ordinance. For in a 
coalition ef blocs, the Negro bloc as such is not 
strong enough to outweigh others. When Ne- 
groes act as a minority, they affirm their minori- 
ty position, and the chief beneficiaries are the 
ward politicians who thrive on minority 
organization. 

The new city Charter would not, it is true, 
give. Negroes a special or preferred position. It 
would give nobody a special or preferred posi- 
tion. But it would give everybody an equal 
stake in a community governed for the whole 
body of citizens regardless of color. We believe 
Negroes would benefit by such a government 
along with all other citizens.

Illinois New Speed Law 
Tilinois has a new speed law, effective July 1. 

It sets 65 miles an hour as the limit for passen- 
ger automobiles and 60 for busses. Trucks un- 
der four tons may go as fast as 55 miles an 
hour and those that weigh more than four tons 
are limited to 50 miles an hour. The one excep- 
tion is a limit of 70 miles an hour for vehicles 
on limited access highways. Such a highway 
is U.S. 66 which runs through Illinois from St. 
Louis via Springfield and Bloomington to 
Chicago. 

‘This new speed law is the Illinois Legislature's 
effort to come to grips with the carnage on the 
highways. With a long Fourth of July holiday 
period coming this weekend, motorists and state 
police in Illinois should co-operate fully in the 
observance of the new law, It deserves every 
chance to show what it can accomplish. 
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Steel and Consumer Prices : 


The rise in prices announced by United States 
Steel is the third largest in the past six years, 
but not large enough to satisfy some producers 
and relatively not as large as it might have been. 
The only sure thing is that as the roughly 4 per 
cent price rise in this basic commodity spreads 
throughout the economy it will exert an upward 
pressure on prices and wages of many industries, 

Steel companies contend that their wage costs 
starting this week go up by 21 cents an hour. 
If that is true, this year’s $6 price rise is rela- 
tively milder than’ last year’s $8.50, imposed 
theoretically to cover about the same size of 
increase in wage costs. On the other hand, 
David J. McDonald of the United Steelworkers 
contends that the wage cost increase has been 
everstated, and that U.S. Steel without raising 
prices at—all could still earn a record profit 
this year. 

The inflationary pressure of the steel increase 
will be felt most immediately in the automobile, 
construction, oil and appliance industries. While 
the pressure will be there, however, it does not 
follow that other prices inevitably must respond. 
Many factors go into the making of those prices. 

Steel went up im 1952, 1953 and 1954, yet the 
consumer price index during that period stayed 
reasonably stable. Wholesale prices, whose fluctu- 
ations often precede those of consumer prices 
by several months, have been quiet since the 
first of the year, or as the economists say, mov- 
ing “sidewise.” It is possible that consumer 
prices are near the peak and, despite the pres- 
sure from steel, may level off late in the sum- 
mer or early in the fall. 

That, however, is a: hope.. Looking at what 
has actually happened instead of what may hap- 
pen, the country sees an increase of 3.6 per cent 
in consumer prices over a year ago, and a steel 
price hike which will have the tendency to push 
that index up still further. To counteract the 
tendency is in everybody's long-term interest.

Before We Get a ‘Clean’ H-Bomb

t has become known as the 
“clean” hydrogen bomb, a city-buster 
weapon that would have “virtually” no 
radioactive fall-out, again figured 
prominently in the news last week, It 
came about through the disclosure, in 
part, of the testimony of four nuclear 
scientists of the University of Cali- 
fornia before a closed session of the 
military applications subcommittee of 
the Joint Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy. In substance, the scien- 
'tists—one of whom was Dr. Edward 
Teller, often called “the father of the 
H-bomb” said they had “high hope of 
obtaining a virtually clean bomb,” but 
that such a weapon “could not be built 
without tests.” 


This testimony. would indicate that 
the “clean” H-bomb was still far from 
realization, and that all we have done 
so far was te gain new knowledge on 
means for achieving such a goal. 

The basic scientific principles in- 
volved are well known. What is not yet 
known is apparently how to translate 
these principles into practical weapons. 

All radioactive fall-out consists of 
fission products from 30 to 45 times 
heavier than the hydrogen elements 
used in the hydrogen bomb, 

This makes it obvious that the fall- 
out products, such as  strontium-90, 
the most dangerous of these products, 
could not come from the hydrogen 
elements of the bomb, which provide 
their enormous explosive force by the 
process of fusion, but come from the 
fission of heavy elements such as 
uranium that must be incorporated in 
the bomb. 

It is also generally known, though 
never officially admitted, that the hy- 
drogen .bomb incorporates very large 
amounts of the heavy, otherwise non- 
fissionable variety of uranium known 
as uranium 238. 


It is this element, the cheap, most 
abundant variant of uranium, that pro- 
duces from 80 to 90 per cent of the 
explosive force of the multi-megaton 
hydrogen bomb, and hence is respon- 
sible for a similarly large percen 
of the radioactive fission products 
the fall-out. 

From this it becomes obvious that toe 
produce a “virtually clean” hydrogen 
bomb, it Becomes necessary to elimi- 
nate , or at least greatly to 
reduce, ° content of the ' 
uranium in the bomb. But since this

nine tenths of the explosive force of 
the bomb, the problem becomes one 
analogous to the making of an omelet 
without eggs, or.an apple pie without 
apples. 

The hydrogen elements in the bombs 
consist of two varieties—hydrogen 2, 
or deuterium, which has a mass twice 
that of ordinary hydrogen, and hydro- 
gen 3, or tritium, which weighs three 
times as much as the cémmon hy- 
drogen. 

Hydrogen 2 is present in all waters 
and can be extracted rather cheaply 
by electricity. Hydrogen 3, on the 
other hand, does not exist in nature, 
and must be created laboriously out of 
the light variety of lithium, named 
lithium 6, at great expense, in large 
nuclear reactors, at the sacrifice of the 
atomic fission element, plutonium. 


Te produce one pound of tritium, it 
is necessary to sacrifice as much as 80 
pounds of the valuable plutonium, one 
of the basic elements. in the atomic 
fission bomib. 


duced in body of the hydrogen 
bomb itself by the iitorporation of 
lithium 6. But to make a bomb of 
megaton size, large quantities of this 
element must be created in the course 
of a fraction of a millionth of a second, 
the period in which the bomb assembly 
can be held together. 


This then is the very heart of the 
problem facing Dr. Teller and Com- 
pany. 

To create a “virtually clean” hydro- 
gen bomb of megaten size, one that 
explodes with a force equivalent to 
millions of tons of TNT, means must 
be devised to hold the bomb assembly 
together long enough to create at least 
nine kilograms (nearly 20 pounds) of 
tritium out of lithium 6 in less than 
a millionth of a second. This amount 
when eombined with six kilograms 
(about 13 pounds) of deuterium, when 
fused together at a temperature pro- 
duced by the “trigger” fission bomb, 
would yield an explosive force equiva- 
lent to about 1,200,000 tons of TNT,

duals for contempt of Congress, 
and the edict giving accused 
parties, access to secret FBI 
files‘as evidence of the trend. 

Such actions destroy all pos- 
sibility of successful prosecu- 
tions, Dalton said. 

“The best deterrent to crime 
is a sure conviction—and that 
is becoming increasingly diffi- 
eult thanks to the Supreme 
Court,” Dalton said. 

The FBI files decision is a 
case of legislation by the Su- 
preme Court, Dalton said. 

“The Supreme Court's func- 
tion is to interpret laws as they 
exist——not make new ones,” he 


said he thinks the 
Federal Government has taken 
over too many of the states’ 
prerogatives. 

“There is no teason for the 
Federal Government to always 
have to take charge in the pros- 
ecution of big.crimes,” Dalton 
said. “Nor does the Federal 
Government always have to be 
the one to hunt subversives.

George Meany, AFL - CIO 
president, said the agreement 
was reached between leaders 
of the federation’s industrial 
union department and _ the 
building and construction 
trades department. 

The agreement, which Meany 
said is “experimental,” deals 
with disputes between crafts 
and industrial unions as to 
which union’s members should 
do construction work around 
factory sites, 

The craft unions 
posed of workers of a particu- 
lar skill, such as carpenters or 
mochinists: the industrial un- 
ions take in many type skills on 
a plant-wide or industry-wide 
basis. 

The agreement gives “new 
building construction” to the 
crafts and “maintenance work” 
to the industrial unions. 

Disputes over the “doubtful 
types of plant construction

HE MAN walking away was Walter Winchell. His small 
feet snapped into the deep green rug in the lobby of the 
Beverly Hills hotel.

When they had money, he accepted a dollar 
or two. In time, the ancient ill came to him and Dr. Brown

A. Oil is pressed from their 
seeds. The oil is used for sal- 
ads (especially in western Eur- 
ope), and also goes into soap.

The tiny seeds also are placed 
on rolls at times, and are sold 
as bird food 

Some of the poppies which 
grow in Asia produce a milky 
juice. Opium is obtained from 
the juice, and several drugs ‘in- 
cluding morphine) are derived 
from the opium. The opium 
drugs have proved of value in 
bringing sleep to hospital pa- 
tients who are about to undergo 
operations 

There also is a bad side to 
opium. In some places, espe- 
cially in China and India, many 
persons smoke or otherwise 
“take” opium. At first they do 
‘this for amusement, but later 
they try to satisfy a terrible 
craving. The habit leads te 
ill health and death.
